Treasury Department has refused to 
lift its Secret Service protection of 
former Vice President Spiro T. Agnew, 
calling such protection “neither un­ 
precedented nor unreasonable." 
The department made its position 
clear in a letter to Rep. John E. Moss, 
D-Calif., who had asked that the 
protection be terminated. 
However, top Treasury lawyers 
pointed out that Secret Service 
protection was previously given to 
public officials outside the executive 
branch. 
The letter said such protection had 
been given Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., during the 1972 presidential 
campaign even though he was not a 
candidate, and that Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., had an escort for 
six months following expiration of his 
term as vice president. 
Moss had demanded an end to the 
protection, citing an opinion from the 
General Accounting Office that “the 
presidential directive to the Secret 
Service request on such protection 
does not constitute legal authority to 
provide it.” 
However, the Treasury said, “the 
statutes are silent on affording Secret 
Service protection for former vice 
presidents of the United States.” 
Agnew resigned his office last 
October IO after entering a plea of no 
contest to a charge of income tax 
evasion. 
The GAO, which is an arm of 
Congress, has reported that Agnew’s 
protection cost nearly $90,000 from the 
date of his resignation through Dec. 15.

Evidence Confrontation 
By Nixon, Jawroski Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With a 
strongly worded letter to the chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary committee, 
special Watergate prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski has moved toward a con­ 
frontation with President Nixon. 
“It is now clear that evidence I deem 
material to our investigations will not 
be forthcoming,” Jaworski said in a 
letter Thursday to Sen. James O. 
Eastland, D-Miss. The White House 
said the President himself made the 
decision to end cooperation with the 
investigations. 
Jaworski disclosed that the material 
the President had refused to supply 
included.the tapes of 27 presidential 
meetings and telephone calls related to 
the investigation of the Watergate 
break-in and cover-up. That number 
was far higher than had ever been 
indicated by the prosecutor’s office. 
Jaworski said that in rejecting his 
requests, the White House had given no 
indication “any requested recording is 
either irrelevant to our inquiries or

privilege.” 
Eastland was in Mississippi and had 
no immediate comment on the letter. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
a judiciary committee member, said 
he would request an early meeting of 
the panel “to consider the ominous 
implications of Mr. Jaworski’s letter.”

Kissinger 
Holds Talks 
With Arabs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger will hold 
talks this weekend with two Arab 
foreign ministers that could lead to 
disengagement of Syrian and Israeli 
forces in the Golan Heights. 
Ismail Fahmy of Egypt and Omar 
Sakkaf of Saudi Arabia are coming 
here via Paris to discuss Arab con­ 
ditions for bringing Syria to the peace 
table. They will see Kissinger Friday 
night or Saturday morning. 
Senior State Department officials 
said with some optimism that the visit 
could mark the beginning of Syria’s 
participation and lead to an easing of 
the Arab oil boycott and production 
squeeze against the United States. 
Afterwards, Kissinger will fly to Key 
Biscayne, Fla., to report to President 
Nixon. 
Presumably a compromise is being 
worked out to provide Israel with the 
names of war prisoners in Syrian 
hands. Until now, there has been 
virtually 
no 
progress 
toward 
negotiations since Kissinger called on 
President Hafez Assad in Damascus 
Jan. 20. 
Kissinger is prepared to serve in the 
same sort of mediator role that 
produced a separation of Egyptian and 
Israeli forces near the Suez Canal. But 
first, officials here say, he must be 
convinced that the Syrians and the 
Israelis are really in a bargaining 
mood. 
Kissinger also is in touch with Sabah 
Kabani, a veteran Syrian diplomat 
who arrived here Monday to serve as a 
channel between Washington and 
Damascus. The two countries have not 
had diplomatic relations since the 1967 
Israeli-Arab war.

Snow Covers 
Northern U.S.

Snow dusted scattered areas from 
the Rockies to the Appalachians today 
as subfreezing cold clung to most of the 
northern half of the nation. 
Thunderstorms 
broke 
out 
in 
springlike mildness warming a large 
part of the South. 


Generally light snow ranged through 
the northern Rockies and into the 
Plains, the upper Mississippi Valley, 
portions of the Great Lakes and the 
northern Appalachians. 
Temperatures dipped into the teens 
from the northern Plains to the Middle 
Atlantic States. Cold-wave warnings 
were in effect overnight in sections of 
southern New England. 


In the South, an inch or more of rain 
splashed into areas of Georgia and the 
Carolinas, and there were scattered 
reports of hail from thunderstorms ex­ 
tending from East Texas to the 
southern Atlantic Coast.

Clear skies prevailed over most of 
the Far West outside the Northwest 
and in patches between the snow and 
rain areas of the North and South. 
Crude Oil Allocation Plan Hits Hangup 


NEW YORK (AP) — Now even the 
Federal Energy office wants to scrap 
most of the federal crude oil allocation 
plan. But it has to get Congress to do it. 
The FEO wants major revisions in 
the plan that will, in effect, get rid of a 
requirement that all refineries 
produce at 76 per cent of capacity. As it 
stands now, those with more than 76 
per cent must sell their excess crude 
oil to others. 
The FEO move meets the major 
objections the big oil companies have 
voiced against the allocation plan. The 
companies have been saying the plan 
will result in less gasoline this summer 
and could further limit the amount of 
crude available in this already oil 
short country. 
The trouble is that the oil companies 


must put the present plan into effect by 
this weekend. Since the FEO says it 
will wait until next week before offi­ 
cially asking Congress to change the 
law, the law will technically have to be 
enforced starting Saturday. 
The plan has made Gulf Oil so angry 
that it went to court Thursday to get a 
court order halt the program before it 
can take effect. 
The plan requires companies with 
large crude supplies to share them 
with firms with smaller supplies. The 
allocation law was designed to solve 
two major problems brought on by the 
Arab oil embargo: 
—Help even out the distribution of oil 
products. Since some companies had 
more crude than others, an even dis­ 
tribution of fuel products was made 


more difficult. 
—Aid those independent refiners 
who were so short of crude they were 
endangered. 
Thus Congress decided to even out 
refinery production across the country 
to the 76 per cent average. 
Major companies such as Gulf, 
Mobil and Exxon are among 43 
refiners required to sell off their ex­ 
cess crude to 83 others. Some of the 
firms getting this crude are among the 
largest in the country, including 
Texaco, Standard of Ohio and Atlantic 
Richfield. 
Deputy FEO administrator John C. 
Sawhill said Thursday that the FEO 
would seek a change in the Emergency 
Petroleum Allocation Act under which 
the crude allocation plan falls. 


He said it should be changed to 
ensure supplies to the small in­ 
dependent refiners, but not to force 
major companies to transfer supplies 
among themselves. Thus the majors 
would only have to sell to small inde­ 
pendents whose crude supplies have 
been cut off by the Arab oil embargo 
and not to major competitors. 
The 76 per cent across-the-board 
requirement would go out the window 
it such legislation were passed. 
Sawhill said there also would be 
incentives to import as much crude as 
possible. Only the majors are expected 
to be able to take advantage of the 
incentives, however. 
The Associated Press surveyed the 
top IO oil companies in the United 
States for their comments on the crude 


allocation plan as it stands now. The oil 
companies listed four major objections 
to the plan. They say it would: 
—Disrupt movement of crude and 
slow up operations. 
—Further cut down on imports of 
crude. 
—Put crude into old, inefficient 
refineries and therefore worsen the 
gasoline supply while increasing the 
amounts of heavy fuels which aren’t 
needed. 
—Hurt some companies’ retail 
business by forcing them to cut back 
on supplies to their dealers and 
stations owners. 
If the law is allowed to stand very 
long, some oil experts think some of 
the majors with refineries in Europe 
might start refining more oil there to 


get around the allocation plan. 
Another possibility is that the 
companies would sell their crude 
abroad for higher prices than in the 
United States, the experts say. That 
would worsen the crude shortages 
here. 
Congress passed the crude allocation 
plan Dec. 27 before the FEO came into 
being. 
It will take time for Congress to act 
on the FEO request, and the oil 
companies say they can’t wait. With 
Saturday looming, Gulf asked the U.S. 
District Court in Washington Thursday 
to strike down the allocation plan. Gulf 
also asked for a preliminary injunction 
against the FEO enforcing the law. 
The court said no time had been set 
for arguments in the case.

While the fig ures, compiled by the 
interdenom inational 
accrediting 
association, showed the number of 
Catholic sem inarians down 5.2 per cent 
to 5,467, most Protestant denomina­ 
tional totals were up. 
In most m ainline Protestant bodies, 
the output of new ministers “ is keeping 
up with or running ahead of need,” 
says the Rev. Marvin Taylor, the 
association’s associate director. 


He 
notes 
there are 
exceptions, 
particularly in evangelical Protestant 
denominations whose membership and 
ministerial needs have continued to 
grow. 


Most 
larg er 
denom inations, 
how ever, have 
had 
m em bership 
declines in recent years — while the 
flow of students into the ministry 
generally has continued unabated or 
increased. 


The view has become widespread in 
Protestantism that “ there already are 
too many clerg y,” says the Rev. Mr. 
Taylor but he adds that the cases of

Actually, the sizable increase in 
over-all siminary enrollment this term 
did 
not 
occur

preparing for ordination, the Rev. Mr.

As for the number of students who 
simply have finished colleg e and now 
are in sem inary preparing for or­ 
dination, the total for both Protestants 
and Catholics this term is 20,674, down 
from 21,305 last year.

However, a reverse condition is 
evident in Roman Catholicism in 
which the number of seminarians 
continues to shrink. It’s a “critical 
problem,”

Fuerst, of the Church’s Center for 
Applied Research in the Apostolate, of 
Washington, D.C. 
He blames the downturn on a lack of 
active recruitment efforts by bishops 
and priests — a job that some of them 
lately have begun beefing up with ad­ 
vertising 
campaigns 
and 
other 
methods in face of portents of short­ 
ages. 
Over-all, enrollment of the nation’s 
Protestant and Catholic theological 
schools — 189 of them — was up 5.6 per 
cent this term to 34,923 over the pre­ 
vious year’s total of 33,036. 
While the figures, compiled by the 
interdenominational 
accrediting 
association, showed the number of 
Catholic seminarians down 5.2 per cent 
to 5,467, most Protestant denomina­ 
tional totals were up. 
In most mainline Protestant bodies, 
the output of new ministers “is keeping 
up with or running ahead of need,” 
says the Rev. Marvin Taylor, the 
association’s associate director. 


He notes 
there are 
exceptions, 
particularly in evangelical Protestant 
denominations whose membership and 
ministerial needs have continued to 
grow. 


Most 
larger 
denominations, 
however, have had m embership 
declines in recent years — while the 
flow of students into the ministry 
generally has continued unabated or 
increased. 


The view has become widespread in 
Protestantism that “there already are 
too many clergy,” says the Rev. Mr. 
Taylor but he adds that the cases of 
excess 
are 
spotty, 
varying 
by 
denomination and region. 
Actually, the sizable increase in 
over-all siminary enrollment this term 
did 
not 
occur 
among 
students 
preparing for ordination, the Rev. Mr. 
Taylor says, but was nearly all in post- 
m inisterial students seeking doc­ 
torates. 
As for the number of students who 
simply have finished college and now 
are in seminary preparing for or­ 
dination, the total for both Protestants 
and Catholics this term is 20,674, down 
from 21,305 last year.

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Theoretical Tinkering 


Men and women who master 
the theory of doing something 
without examining the prac­ 
tical experience of those who do 
it, frequently come up short in 
the application of their trade or 
profession. Theories 
do 
not 
always hold up even in the hard 
and fast world of physics. In the 
less perfect worlds of other 
disciplines theoretical concepts 
have more pitfalls. 
No one knows this better than 
a modern economist. Economic 
theories abound, but nearly all 
were upset by the unusual 
conditions which prevailed in 
1973. Predictions of what 1974 
m ay 
hold 
in 
store, 
con­ 
sequently, match some of the 
other shortages which appear 
periodically. 
In medicine, also, there are 
theories about better ways of 
providing health care. One of 
them, the health maintenance 
organization, is due for major 
experimentation. Backed by a

will be strongly tested in the 
next few years.

Other

Sweden is perhaps the free 
world s foremost example of 
this theory in action. But the 
welfare state in Sweden is 
falling apart, dealt crippling 
blows 
by 
creeping 
inef­ 
ficiencies and rejection by the 
voters at the polls. 
National health plans are 
examples of theoretical con­ 
cepts which do not wear well in 


practice. The production line 
technique is fine for stamping 
out or assembling continuous 
runs of similar items, but it

to 
diagnosing or treating the 
subtle differences which make 
each human being unique, in 
sickness or in health. 
There may be more efficient 
w ays 
of 
adm inistering 
medicine than in a one-for-one 
doctor-patient relationship, but 
none achieves the high degree 
of satisfactory health results. 
With due respect to medical 
science in other countries, the 
nation 
recognized 
as 
possessing the highest health 
standards is the United States. 
Theorists who lean toward 
major changes in the American 
system of medicine ought to 
ask themselves how that is, and 
what guarantees there are that 
a 
radical departure from 
personal medicine will not have 
similar radical consequences 
for the health of the patient. 


Unfairness Of Fairness' 


NEW YORK — Opposing his fellow 
Democrat Sen. John McClellan of 
Arkansas, who says there is need for a 
law that would compel newspapers to 
print replies of politicans they have 
criticized, California’s Alan Cranston 
has this to say: 
“I oppose government editorship of 
a free press as strongly as I oddosc 
government censorship . . . Once the 
government is given the power to tell 
newspapers what they must print in 
the name of ‘fairness,’ it is only a 
matter of time before the government 
will be telling newspapers what they 
must not print — also in the name of 
‘fairness.’” 
Sen. Cranston, who once was a 
reporter for International News 
Service, said it would be ‘‘dangerous 
and deplorable” if newspapers ever 
became as intimidated as radio and 
televison. 
The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission recently ordered NBC to 
“balance,” by means of refutations, 
one of its hard-hitting documentaries: 
“Pensions: The Broken Promise.” 
Somebody at FCC arbitrarily decided 
that the notorious pension system of 
many industries and firms should be 
defended. NBC is fighting the ruling 
but electronic journalism, by and 
large, tends to chicken out whenever 
FCC barks. 
As Sen. Cranston puts it: “The 
Fairness Doctrine often actually 
inhibits the broadcasting of con­ 
troversial programs or opinions 
because some broadcasters are afraid 
of trouble with the FCC when it comes 
time for them to seek a renewal of 
their licenses.” 
What could be a landmark case is 
now before the Supreme Court. It 
concerns a suit brought against the 
Miami Herald by Pat L. Tornillo Jr., a 
candidate for the Florida legislature in 
1972. The Herald refused to print 
verbatim the policitian’s replies to two 
editorials that question his merit. 
Tornillo brought suit using as his point 
a Florida law passed in 1913 which 
requires a newspaper to give equal 
space to a candidate the paper might 
have accused of “malfeasance or 
misfeasance in office or otherwise 
attack his official record . . . ” Sen. 
McClellan, whose crime inquiries have

HOPKINSVILLE, Ky. (AP) - An 
invasion of millions of starlings has 
prompted officials to call for federal 
help for this southern Kentucky 
community. 
Gov. Wendell Ford has already 
declared a state of emergency in 
Christian County, where agricultural 
experts say the starlings are causing 
crop and livestock losses of $2.6 million 
a year. 
And doctors report about 20 new 
cases each month of histoplasmosis, a 
respiratory disease which is believed 
to be spread by the birds. 
Ford wants the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture to coordinate efforts to 
find an answer to the bird problem. 
Local officials say the only solution 
is extermination. 
“Relocation is not the answer,” says 
Mayor George L. Atkins Jr., who has 
picked up the nickname “Bird Man” 
for his efforts to eliminate the star­ 
lings. 
The starlings roost in a 25-acre pine 


grove at Ft. Campbell, about 12 miles 
from Hopkinsville. Every morning 
they swarm out into surrounding farm 
land, returning to their roosting place 
at dusk. 


The Army, which estimates the bird 
population at ll million, says it can’t 
use an exterminating agent until the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
approves an environmental impact 
statement submitted a year ago. 


Reeves Davie, former county 
agricultural agent, said the birds 
consume 7.5 million pounds of feed per 
day. 


Davie said one farmer suffered 
massive financial losses when his pigs 
were wiped out by disease apparently 
transmitted by the starlings. 


Davie says farmers are feeding their 
animals at night so the birds won’t 
consume the livestock’s feed before 
the livestock can.

Speaking Of Your Health

Whenever I take a flight of more 
than four or five hours my whole 
system goes out of kilter. 
Not only am I sleepy and confused, 
but all my body functions are in 
disarray. 
Can this be psychological? 
Mr. T. H., Fla. 
Dear Mr. H.: 
There are indeed psychological 
alterations just as there are physical 
changes associated with the “jet lag" 
phenomenon. Technically this is 
known as “dysrhythmia.” As the name 
implies, the timeclock mechanisms 
are thrown out of their normal pattern 
of rhythmic behavior. 
One of the most remarkable func­ 
tions of the organs of the body is the 
exactness with which our biological 
time clocks work. Fluctuations of body 
temperature, changes in the rate of the 
heart beat, and urinary output are 
more evident when the body’s time 
clock goes off than are the subtle 
changes that occur in the liver, in the 
spleen, the brain, the intestinal tract, 
and the circulatory system. 
The chemical and hormone balance, 
so carefully established by our bodies, 
and the normal flow of digestive juices 
are also disturbed from their familiar 
rhythm by the sudden change of time 
zones. 
Many excellent surveys by the 
Armed Forces medical departments 
have tried to ease the disruptive ef­ 
fects of dysrhythmia. 
One of the most important con­ 


tributions to those who suffer from jet 
lag is to try to gently ease into the new 
time change. On your next trip, try to 
let your activities conform to your 
time of departure rather than your 
time of arrival in the new place. By 
gradually adjusting your time clocks 
to the new environment you will find 
that your psychological and physical 
capacities are almost as great as they 
were before you set out on your 
dysrhythmic trip. 


All my life I’ve been plagued by 
athlete’s foot. My friends who go to the 
same gym are never bothered.

Dear Mr. T.: 
Doctors for a long time have 
recognized, but not completely un­ 
derstood, why some people seem to be 
more susceptible than others to the 
fungus infection of the skin known as 
“athlete’s foot.” 
The fungus, molds, and yeasts that 
cause this condition flourish on the 
scales of the moist skin. 
This is not an allergic disorder. Your 
more marked sensitivity to athlete’s 
foot simply indicates your need for 
better preventive measures. 
Thorough drying of the feet, in and 
out of the gymnasium, followed by the 
liberal use of special dusting powders 
can prevent recurrent infections. 
There are a great many excellent anti­ 
fungal medications that can keep 
athlete’s foot well in control.

MIA Ruling 
Handed Down 


By Court 


NEW YORK (AP) — Three wives 
and two mothers of military men 
missing in Indochina have won a 
federal court ruling that next-of-kin 
are entitled to a hearing before 
missing servicemen are declared 
dead. 
A special three-judge statutory court 
ruled Wednesday that the practice of 
automatically classifying an absent 
serviceman dead after a year deprives 
next-of-kin of their right to due 
process. For that reason, the court 
found two sections of the applicable 
federal law unconstitutional. 
The court declared that it was 
seeking a way to accomodate the in­ 
terests of two types of families — those 
who cling to the hope the serviceman is 
still alive, and those who want death 
declared so that they can get over their 
grief and start life anew. 
“We only hold th at... notice must be 
given of a status review and the af­ 
fected parties afforded a reasonable 
opportunity to attend the review, with 
a lawyer if they choose, and to have 
reasonable access to the information 
upon which the reviewing board will 
act,” wrote U.S. District Court Judge 
Charles Metzner. Appeals Court Judge 
William H. Timbers and District Judge 
Charles L. Brieant Jr. concurred. 
The court said the interested parties 
should also be allowed to present in­ 
formation at the hearing.

His cigar was 
jaunty, his derby flourishing in air, as 
he tried to keep alive politically to run 
against Hoover again in 1932. 
Gov. Huey Long of Louisiana 
proposed a 5-cent tax per barrel of oil 
leaving his state. Oil interests lobbied 
for

impeachment.

Dwight 
Morrow, in Mexico, announced the 
engagement of their daughter. Ann 
Spencer, to Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. 
Textile mills moved from New 
England to the Carolinas. At Gastonia, 
N.C., a bloody strike erupted. Strikers 
said they would have accepted a 48- 
hour week and $20 minimum salary. 
J.A . Baugh of Loray Mills said he was 
“too busy’’ to discuss a settlement. 
World maps in classes had a blank 
space where the Soviet Union was. At 
10:20 a.m. on St. Valentine’s Day, two 
“ cops” and two civilians stepped into a 
Chicago garage, lined up seven men 
against a wall, and shot them to death. 
The only spoken work was: “ Give it 
to’em!” 
Alphonse Capone arranged his own 
arrest in Philadelphia for carrying a 
concealed weapon. In Des Moines, a 
jury decided that F.W. Woolworth 
must stop selling Bay Rum, an after­ 
shave lotion; it is intoxicating.

WASHINGTON (A P) — An energy 
expert who once was a key ad­ 
ministration adviser says the current 
energy crisis could have been averted 
if government and the public had 
cared enough about it three to five 
years ago to take preventive action. 
S. David Freeman, former director 
of President Nixon’s energy policy 
staff, said Nixon is misleading the 
nation by refusing to institute gas 
rationing, thereby leading the public to 
believe the energy pinch isn’t really 
serious. 
“ The President is still catering to a 
notion that somehow rationing is a 
national crime, leading people to 
believe that we should try to avoid it at 
all costs,” Freeman said in an in­ 
terview. “ There’s a shortage — a real 
shortage — and I don’t know why he 
won’t face the cold, hard facts.” 
Freeman, currently director of the 
Ford 
Foundation’s 
Energy 
Policy 
Project, is one of a group of govern­ 
ment, industry and business officials 
who predicted in interviews more than 
three years ago that the nation was 
headed for an energy crisis. 
In new interviews, four of them 
discussed the intervening years and 
how they have coped with the crisis 
they foresaw. 
Braintree, Mass., a suburban Boston 
community of more than 40,000, is one 
of the hardest hit areas in the nation in 
terms of fuel supply and prices. In less 
than four years, the price of the fuel oil 
it takes to run the city’s electrical 
system has risen 1,000 per cent. 
“ We’re going to make it through this 
winter because we now have a three- 
month supply of fuel oil on hand,” said 
Alban G. Spurrell, manager of the 
Braintree Electric Light Department. 
“ But nobody knows what the future 
holds,” he added. “ We’ve been cut off 
by our supplier as of the end of that 
three-month supply. God knows what 
we’ll do then.” 
On Ju ly 31, 1970, Spurrell’s depart­ 
ment was paying $1.79 a barrel for its 
fuel oil. His latest supply cost him 
$17.80 per barrel. He has no choice but 
to pass on the increased costs to his 
customers whose bills, Spurrell says, 
have at least doubled since 1970. 
“ Looking back on it,” he said, “ there 
doesn’t seem any reason the oil 
companies couldn’t have avoided this. 


They knew years ago what was coming 
and they could have increased their 
production in preparation for it. 
“ We blame the oil companies and 
the federal government because the 
federal government knew, too. If the 
politicians had done five years ago 
what they’re doing now — the alloca­ 
tion, the education, the speed limit 
reductions, the requests that people 
turn down their thermostats — maybe 
people wouldn’t have cooperated as 
much as they are now, but even a little 
cooperation could have helped.” 
Things aren’t much brighter for the 
utilities that use coal. 
The Tennessee Valley Authority is 
the nation’s largest electric utility in 
generating capacity and, as such, 
bums more than 40 million tons of coal 
each year. James Watson, the TV A 
power manager, said he had a 75-day 
supply on hand as of mid-February, 
but had no idea where future supplies 
would come from. 
“ The coal supply problem in the 
United States is mounting pretty fast,” 
Watson said. “ The problem is simple. 
We’re using more than we’re mining. 
And a lot of coal which might be mined 
is being left in the ground because its 
sulphur content makes it too dirty to 
burn under the air pollution laws. 
“ The President has made some 
statements about relaxing the laws for 
a few years, but that isn’t going to get 
any new mines opened. It takes four 
years to get a reasonable size un­ 
derground mine into production. It 
also takes about $30 million to $40 
million.” 
Freeman, a former member of the 
administration, agrees with the critics 
who blame the government, at least in 
part, for not averting the crisis. 
As early as 1971, Freeman said, he 
noted in writing the President’s energy 
message that the nation didn’t have 
any reserve capacity to produce oil, or 
any reserve storage capacity. 
“ I tried to get somebody interested 
in government investment in stock­ 
piling oil, in beefing up the naval 
reserves, but I couldn’t get anyone to 
O h io N a tio n a l G u a r d 


seriously consider it. If we had our 
naval petroleum reserves ready to 
produce a million or two million 
barrels a day, this interruption in 
imports from the Persian Gulf 
wouldn’t be having any appreciable 
impact,” Freeman said. 
Freeman said there should have 
been action years ago to improve mass 
transportation, improve the insulation 
of private homes and develop the 
technology to bum coal cleanly. 
“ We’ve piddled around with the job 
of burning coal cleanly since 1967 and 
never made an all-out effort,” he said. 
How long will the crisis last? 
“ This situation will get gradually 
worse, week by week, month by 
month, for the indefinite future,” he 
said. 
It should be noted, however, that 


there was one bright spot amid the 
pessimism. The Peoples Gas light and 
Coke Co., Chicago’s only gas utility 
company, may find itself with a sur­ 
plus of natural gas this spring. And if 
the company can sell that gas, it could 
mean a $10-miilion refund for Peoples’ 
customers. 
“ Basically what happened is that we 
foresaw the crisis and dumped about a 
quarter of a billion dollars into funding 
gas exploration offshore in the Gulf of 
M exico,” 
said 
Edward 
Jo yce, 
manager 
of 
corporate 
com­ 
munications at Peoples. “ A lot of the 
wells came in and our supply situation 
looks pretty good.” 
Joyce said that voluntary 
con­ 
servation measures taken by con­ 
sumers have saved about five per cent 
of the city’s gas supply.

Now the crisis has 
come, and in new interviews, four of 
these men discuss the current situation 
and how they think it could have been 
averted.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An energy 
expert who once was a key ad­ 
ministration adviser says the current 
energy crisis could have been averted 
if government and the public had 
cared enough about it three to five 
years ago to take preventive action. 
S. David Freeman, former director 
of President Nixon’s energy policy 
staff, said Nixon is misleading the 
nation by refusing to institute gas 
rationing, thereby leading the public to 
believe the energy pinch isn’t really 
serious. 
“ The President is still catering to a 
notion that somehow rationing is a 
national crime, leading people to 
believe that we should try to avoid it at 
all costs,” Freeman said in an in­ 
terview. “ There’s a shortage — a real 
shortage — and I don’t know why he 
won’t face the cold, hard facts.” 
Freeman, currently director of the 
Ford Foundation’s Energy 
Policy 
Project, is one of a group of govern­ 
ment, industry and business officials 
who predicted in interviews more than 
three years ago that the nation was 
headed for an energy crisis. 
In new interviews, four of them 
discussed the intervening years and 
how they have coped with the crisis 
they foresaw. 
Braintree, Mass., a suburban Boston 
community of more than 40,000, is one 
of the hardest hit areas in the nation in 
terms of fuel supply and prices. In less 
than four years, the price of the fuel oil 
it takes to run the city’s electrical 
system has risen 1,000 per cent. 
“ We’re going to make it through this 
winter because we now have a three- 
month supply of fuel oil on hand,” said 
Alban G. Spurrell, manager of the 
Braintree Electric Light Department. 
“ But nobody knows what the future 
holds,” he added. “ We’ve been cut off 
by our supplier as of the end of that 
three-month supply. God knows what 
we’ll do then.” 
On Ju ly 31, 1970, Spurrell’s depart­ 
ment was paying $1.79 a barrel for its 
fuel oil. His latest supply cost him 
$17.80 per barrel. He has no choice but 
to pass on the increased costs to his 
customers whose bills, Spurrell says, 
have at least doubled since 1970. 
“ Looking back on it,” he said, “ there 
doesn’t seem any reason the oil 
companies couldn’t have avoided this. 


They knew years ago what was coming 
and they could have increased their 
production in preparation for it. 
“ We blame the oil companies and 
the federal government because the 
federal government knew, too. If the 
politicians had done five years ago 
what they’re doing now — the alloca­ 
tion, the education, the speed limit 
reductions, the requests that people 
turn down their thermostats — maybe 
people wouldn’t have cooperated as 
much as they are now, but even a little 
cooperation could have helped.” 
Things aren’t much brighter for the 
utilities that use coal. 
The Tennessee Valley Authority is 
the nation’s largest electric utility in 
generating capacity and, as such, 
burns more than 40 million tons of coal 
each year. James Watson, the TVA 
power manager, said he had a 75-day 
supply on hand as of mid-February, 
but had no idea where future supplies 
would come from. 
“ The coal supply problem in the 
United States is mounting pretty fast,” 
Watson said. “ The problem is simple. 
We’re using more than we’re mining. 
And a lot of coal which might be mined 
is being left in the ground because its 
sulphur content makes it too dirty to 
bum under the air pollution laws. 
“ The President has made some 
statements about relaxing the laws for 
a few years, but that isn’t going to get 
any new mines opened. It takes four 
years to get a reasonable size un­ 
derground mine into production. It 
also takes about $30 million to $40 
million.” 
Freeman, a former member of the 
administration, agrees with the critics 
who blame the government, at least in 
part, for not averting the crisis. 
As early as 1971, Freeman said, he 
noted in writing the President’s energy 
message that the nation didn’t have 
any reserve capacity to produce oil, or 
any reserve storage capacity. 
“ I tried to get somebody interested 
in government investment in stock­ 
piling oil, in beefing up the naval

seriously consider it. If we had our 
naval petroleum reserves ready to 
produce a million or two million 
barrels a day, this interruption in 
imports from the Persian Gulf 
wouldn’t be having any appreciable 
impact,” Freeman said. 
Freeman said there should have 
been action years ago to improve mass 
transportation, improve the insulation 
of private homes and develop the 
technology to bum coal cleanly. 
“ We’ve piddled around with the job 
of burning coal cleanly since 1967 and 
never made an all-out effort,” he said. 
How long will the crisis last? 
“ This situation will get gradually 
worse, week by week, month by 
month, for the indefinite future,” he 
said. 
It should be noted, however, that 


there was one bright spot amid the 
pessimism. The Peoples Gas Light and 
Coke Co., Chicago’s only gas utility 
company, may find itself with a sur­ 
plus of natural gas this spring. And if 
the company can sell that gas, it could 
mean a $10-million refund for Peoples’ 
customers. 
“ Basically what happened is that we 
foresaw the crisis and dumped about a 
quarter of a billion dollars into funding 
gas exploration offshore in the Gulf of

Data Shows 
U.S. Gains 
In Trade 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
— 
Two 
measures of the U.S. balance of 
payments with other countries showed 
considerable » improv ement in 
19 73, 
largely because of the surplus in the 
country’s foreign trade, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 
Howev er, both indices — the official 
reserv e transactions balance and the 
net liquidity balance — were in deficit 
for 19 73, although the reserv e balance 
posted a record surplus of $2.7 billion 
in the fourth quarter. 
Figures on the country’s socalled 
basic balance of payments will not be 
released for some time yet, but are ex­ 
pected to show the first surplus in the 
13 years that the gov ernment has been 
compiling this index. 


The Commerce Department said the 
official reserv e transactions balance, 
which measures transactions 
with 
gov ernments and central banks, was 
in deficit by $5.3 billion. This was 
nearly a 100 per cent improv ement 
ov er the 19 72 deficit of $10.3 billion. 


The net liquidity balance, which 
m easures 
financial 
transactions 
betw een priv ate 
A m ericans and 
foreigners, posted a $7.9 billion deficit 
in 19 73, compared with $13.9 billion in 
19 72. 


The department said the $6 billion 
improv ement 
in 
the 
net 
liquidity 
deficit resulted from a fav orable shift 
of $7.6 billion in the merchandise trade 
balance, and a $3.5 billion rise in the 
surplus in exchange of other goods and 
serv ices.

Data Shows 
U.S. Gains 
In Trade 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Two 
measures of the U.S. balance of 
payments with other countries showed 
considerable improvement in 1973, 
largely because of the surplus in the 
country’s foreign trade, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 
However, both indices — the official 
reserve transactions balance and the 
net liquidity balance — were in deficit 
for 1973, although the reserve balance 
posted a record surplus of $2.7 billion 
in the fourth quarter. 
Figures on the country’s socalled 
basic balance of payments will not be 
released for some time yet, but are ex­ 
pected to show the first surplus in the 
13 years that the government has been 
compiling this index. 


The Commerce Department said the 
official reserve transactions balance, 
which measures transactions with 
governments and central banks, was 
in deficit by $5.3 billion. This was 
nearly a IOO per cent improvement 
over the 1972 deficit of $10.3 billion. 


The net liquidity balance, which 
measures 
financial 
transactions 
between private 
Americans and 
foreigners, posted a $7.9 billion deficit 
in 1973, compared with $13.9 billion in 
1972. 


The department said the $6 billion 
improvement 
in 
the net liquidity 
deficit resulted from a favorable shift 
of $7.6 billion in the merchandise trade 
balance, and a $3.5 billion rise in the 
surplus in exchange of other goods and 
services.

GM wasn’t the only company 
disturbed about its record high results 
in 1973.

profitable year in history, the an­ 
nouncement carries an explanatory 
paragraph pointing out that profit 
margins or rates of return really 
weren’t as good as expected. 
The two terms therefore have 
become critically important to un­ 
derstanding what these corporate 
executives are complaining about. 
The profit margin complaint, 
simply, is this: The percentage earned 
on each dollar of sales is not, in their 
opinion, as high as it should be. Those 
profits look big mainly because sales 
are so much higher. 
In GM’s case, profit margins were 
indeed off, from 7.1 per cent on each 
dollar of sales in 1972 to 6.7 per cent in 
1973. Improvements in its products, 
GM claimed, were only partially re­ 
covered in price increases. 
By industry standards, GM is highly 
efficient. Since 1966 the best profit 
margin attained by the industry as a 
whole was 6.5 per cent. In 1970 it 
dropped as low as 2.4 per cent. Last 
year American Motors had a 1.8 per 
cent profit margin. 
In 1973, Bethlehem Steel earned 4.9 
per cent on revenues and U.S. Steel 4.6 
per cent. Each complained that in the 
industry’s best years their margins 
were much higher. Bethlehem earned 
7.3 per cent in 1957, and U.S. Steel 
earned 8.9 per cent in the years 1955- 
1957. 
It is because of these percentages 
that U.S. Steel felt justified in issuing a 
complaint that must have amused, 
confused or angered some elements of 
the public. 
“ Despite this modest level of earn­ 
ings while operating at peak,” it said, 
“ the Cost of Living Council’s action 
Jan. 25 denied us the opportunity to 
pass through further increased costs.” 
Do profit margins really tell the 
story? One part of it, anyway. This is 
an expanding country with growing in­ 
dustries, executives note, and record 
sales in good times are to be expected. 
Without 
citing 
profit 
margins, 
however, they feel perspective may be 
lost. 
Some analysts believe the rate of 
return gives a better picture. When 
this term is used it generally refers to 
the profits made as a percentage of the 
company’s net worth or shareholders’ 
equity. 
In announcing record high earnings 
of $2.44 billion on revenues of $28.5 
billion, Exxon Corp. reported that it 
achieved a 19 per cent return on share­ 
holders equity, which is high by in­ 
dustry standards. 
J.K . Jamieson, the chairman noted, 
however, that the return a year earlier 
was only 13 per cent. He indicated he 
would be happy with a 14 per cent 
return, “ which is comparable to that of 
leading companies in other in­ 
dustries.” 
Compilations by the First National 
City Bank suggest that by recent 
standards 14 per cent might be a bit 
high, having been achieved on average 
only twice since 1960 by the leading 
manufacturers. 
The petroleum producing and 
refining industry has, in fact, never 
achieved an average 14 per cent return 
on net worth since 1955, although it did 
reach a whopping 22.1 per cent aver­ 
age in 1948. 
The year 1973 could, of course, prove 
to be an exception, although the 
figures won’t be complete for several 
weeks. For 1972 the rate of return for 
leading manufacturers was 10.5 per 
cent.

FRESNO, Calif. (AP) — Standard 
Oil of California says it is proceeding 
immediately to shut down production 
next to Elk Hills naval petroleum re­ 
serve to comply with a court order. 
But a company statement called the 
ruling Thursday difficult to un­ 
derstand because the production is 
“providing gasoline, jet fuel, diesel 
fuel and fuel oil badly needed in the 
current energy shortage.” 
U.S. District Court Judge M.D. 
Crocker ordered production halted 
based on congressional mandates to 
hold Elk Hills oil for a national defense 
emergency. 
Standard said the 18,000 barrels 
tapped daily from its new Tule Elk 
pool represents 12.9 per cent of the 
company’s California production and 
2.5 per cent of its production nation­ 
wide.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
Columbus Coated Fabrics Co. official 
said Thursday it was possible the 
strike-bound plant might 
cease 
operations. 
“Because of present union demands, 
there is a serious possibility that the 
operation in Columbus may never 
reopen,” said Lionel Nosenchuck, 
company advertising director. 
The plant, closed for awhile by a 
walkout last year when a mysterious 
nerve disease was discovered among 
several employes, has been shut down 
since Sunday by a strike by Textile 
Workers of America Local 487. 
Nosenchuck’s comments followed a 
letter written by CCF President 
Edward L. Mahoney to all employes 
saying the company was nearing the 
point where it will feel it is “hopeless” 
to try to continue operations under 
current conditions. 
Nosenchuck said if the plant is 
closed, “It would be because of the 
union demands, not because this is not 
a viable business outside of that.”

profitable year in history, the an­ 
nouncement carries an explanatory 
paragraph pointing out that profit 
margins or rates of return really 
weren’t as good as expected. 
The two terms therefore have 
become critically important to un­ 
derstanding what these corporate 
executives are complaining about. 
The profit margin complaint, 
simply, is this: The percentage earned 
on each dollar of sales is not, in their 
opinion, as high as it should be. Those 
profits look big mainly because sales 
are so much higher. 
In GM’s case, profit margins were 
indeed off, from 7.1 per cent on each 
dollar of sales in 1972 to 6.7 per cent in 
1973. Improvements in its products, 
GM claimed, were only partially re­ 
covered in price increases. 
By industry standards, GM is highly 
efficient. Since 1966 the best profit 
margin attained by the industry as a 
whole was 6.5 per cent. In 1970 it 
dropped as low as 2.4 per cent. Last 
year American Motors had a 1.8 per 
cent profit margin. 
In 1973, Bethlehem Steel earned 4.9 
per cent on revenues and U.S. Steel 4.6 
per cent. Each complained that in the 
industry’s best years their margins 
were much higher. Bethlehem earned 
7.3 per cent in 1957, and U.S. Steel 
earned 8.9 per cent in the years 1955- 
1957. 
It is because of these percentages 
that U.S. Steel felt justified in issuing a 
complaint that must have amused, 
confused or angered some elements of 
the public. 
“Despite this modest level of earn­ 
ings while operating at peak,” it said, 
“the Cost of Living Council’s action 
Jan. 25 denied us the opportunity to 
pass through further increased costs.” 
Do profit margins really tell the 
story? One part of it, anyway. This is 
an expanding country with growing in­ 
dustries, executives note, and record 
sales in good times are to be expected. 
Without 
citing 
profit 
margins, 
however, they feel perspective may be 
lost. 
Some analysts believe the rate of 
return gives a better picture. When 
this term is used it generally refers to 
the profits made as a percentage of the 
company’s net worth or shareholders’ 
equity. 
In announcing record high earnings 
of $2.44 billion on revenues of $28.5 
billion, Exxon Corp. reported that it 
achieved a 19 per cent return on share­ 
holders equity, which is high by in­ 
dustry standards. 
J.K. Jamieson, the chairman noted, 
however, that the return a year earlier 
was only 13 per cent. He indicated he 
would be happy with a 14 per cent 
return, “which is comparable to that of 
leading companies in other in­ 
dustries.” 
Compilations by the First National 
City Bank suggest that by recent 
standards 14 per cent might be a bit 
high, having been achieved on average 
only twice since 1960 by the leading 
manufacturers. 
The petroleum producing and 
refining industry has, in fact, never 
achieved an average 14 per cent return 
on net worth since 1955, although it did 
reach a whopping 22.1 per cent aver­ 
age in 1948. 
The year 1973 could, of course, prove 
to be an exception, although the 
figures won’t be complete for several 
weeks. For 1972 the rate of return for 
leading manufacturers was 10.5 per 
cent.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) -

NEW YORK (AP) - Ijei us 
establish right off the bat that 
CBS’ new “ Apple’s Way’’ 
series on Sundays is com. It’s 
literate, middle-class, fairly 
sophisticated and well-acted, 
but it’s still com. 
But by neddies, this homey 
saga about an lowa-bom 
architect who leaves the sun- 
kissed life of lx)s Angeles to 
rediscover his home town, 
small town roots is an oddly 
promising show. 
The series is created by 
Earl Hamner, author of “ The 
Waltons.’’ 
l.ast Sunday’s debut show, 
concerning George Apple’s 
fight to save an old oak tree, 
wasn’t too swift. It had some 
nice moments, but some 
unusually hokey ones, par­ 
ticularly the ending. 
Still, the basic series idea 
seems sound, even if it ap­ 
pears to be “ The Waltons’’ 
with fewer kids and far more 
money in a modem, small 
town atmosphere totally 
isolated from such major 
issues as Watergate, no gas, 
unemployment, pollution and 
ring-around-the collar. 
This is an appealing setting 
and nuts to reality. I’ll buy it. 
Particularly if future scripts 
live up to the quality of this 
Sunday’s effort. It’s way, way 
better than the first offering. 
It’s a straightforward yam 
about Apple’s involvement 
with a 16-year-old former 
high school athlete crippled 
for life in an auto accident in 
which his father was at the 
wheel. The 
guilt-ridden, 
sports-crazy father refuses to 
believe the damage is per­ 
manent. 
The lad’s main interest is 
music and his guitar. Old Dad 
considers this a “hobby’’ and 
a nuisance in the way of 
physical therapy he thinks 
will get his son out of a 
wheelchair someday. 
Apple gets in the act when 
the boy, offered a chance to 
play lead guitar in a high 
school group, learns the 
architect is a fair guitarist 
himself. He asks for and gets 
some brush-up lessons. 
I don’t want to spoil the 
ending, but suffice it to say 
the musical opposition — Old 
Dad — finally sees the light in 
a closing concert scene that 
could have been awful but 
was handled beautifully. 
The show still has its flaws, 
mainly 
the 
aw-shucks 
homilies emitted by Apple 
now and then and the oc­ 
casional reiterations that 
small town life has that on 
“ the Coast’’ all beat to heck.

Television 
NEW YORK (AP) - Let us 
establish right off the bat that 
CBS’ new “ Apple’s Way” 
series on Sundays is com. It’s 
literate, middle-class, fairly 
sophisticated and well-acted, 
but it’s still com. 
But by neddies, this homey 
saga about an Iowa-born 
architect who leaves the sun- 
kissed life of I^)s Angeles to 
rediscover his home town, 
small town roots is an oddly 
promising show. 
The series is created by 
Earl Hamner, author of “ The 
Waltons.” 
Last Sunday’s debut show, 
concerning George Apple’s 
fight to save an old oak tree, 
wasn’t too swift. It had some 
nice moments, but some 
unusually hokey ones, par­ 
ticularly the ending. 
Still, the basic series idea 
seems sound, even if it ap­ 
pears to be “ The Waltons” 
with fewer kids and far more 
money in a modem, small 
town atmosphere totally 
isolated from such major 
issues as Watergate, no gas, 
unemployment, pollution and 
ring-around-the collar. 
This is an appealing setting 
and nuts to reality, I’ll buy it. 
Particularly if future scripts 
live up to the quality of this 
Sunday’s effort. It’s way, way 
better than the first offering. 
It’s a straightforward yam 
about Apple’s involvement 
with a 16-year-old former 
high school athlete crippled 
for life in an auto accident in 
which his father was at the 
wheel. The 
guilt-ridden, 
sports-crazy father refuses to 
believe the damage is per­ 
manent. 
The lad’s main interest is 
music and his guitar. Old Dad 
considers this a “ hobby” and 
a nuisance in the way of 
physical therapy he thinks 
will get his son out of a 
wheelchair someday. 
Apple gets in the act when 
the boy, offered a chance to 
play lead guitar in a high 
school group, learns the 
architect is a fair guitarist 
himself. He asks for and gets 
some brush-up lessons. 
I don’t want to spoil the 
ending, but suffice it to say 
the musical opposition — Old 
Dad — finally sees the light in 
a closing concert scene that 
could have been awful but 
was handled beautifully. 
The show still has its flaws, 
mainly 
the 
aw-shucks 
homilies emitted by Apple 
now and then and the oc­ 
casional reiterations that 
small town life has that on 
“ the Coast” all beat to heck.
